It's over for this year but Skatetour 85 was the best vacation any hard- 
core skateboarder could ask for, Spanning almost 6,000 miles from the midwest 
USA to California in three unforgetable weeks. Skatetour 85 which Dale Buchendahl 
and myself had planned for montts covered three Pro/Am contests, numerous back- 
yard ramps, ditches and banks. 


We left Alaska on August 14 heading south to Lincoln, Nebraska for the Mid- 
west Amateur Ramp Series #4, arriving a few days prior to the contest we were 
able to adjust to the new Mega Melee Ramp. We expected to see Brian Bailey down 
there when we arrived but he didn't show up antil the day before the contest. 
Brian drove from Anchorage all the way to Lincoln in about one week. 


Everyone was very friendly and curious about Alaska and the skate scene up 
there. They were surprised about the number of ramps and skaters in Alaska. 
When in Lincoln, we skated at four backyard ramps and the "Pier 1" banks. It 
was quite a challenge adjusting to various terrain in a new enviorment. 


The skating skill level was vast and was broken down into two groups for the 
contest. A total of 45 participants competed for prizes donated by Rich's Skate- 
shop, Scott's Precision Skateboards, Thrasher, Transworld and numerous , other 
skateboard manufacturers. Brian and myself entered the Class A amongst 20 other 
competitors. 


The Class B went first with great local skaters ripping moves that rivaled 
the Class 4, Local Bearnie "Sluenose" snagged first place with Bill Wise landing 
2nd and Jay "Possess" Cummings taking 3rd. I felt some of the local Alaskan 
skaters could have done well in chis contest. 


Next, the Class A riders were up; they were broken into three jam groups 
each, lasting 20 minutes. After the first group shreaded the coping from the 
ramp, I knew my work was cut out for me. I was in the second group and felt the 
pressute building. I just wanted to stay on my board and be as consistant as 
ble and only do moves I knew. I grunted my inverts and the crowd grounted 

Brian was in the chird group, unfortunately, he wasn't skatiiig up to par. 
1 have seen him much better. He said the long drive really got to him, and he 
wasn’t on line. After that jam, the judges announced the finalist. The top 8 
skaters from all the groups would skate one more time. Somehow I managed to 
make the finals and I wae up against some hot riders, too. I felt the other 
skaters in the final 8 were executing higher degree of difficulty tricks. Bahn, 
Greg Bahn was ripping back to back moves including channel plants, bean plants 
amd miller flips all with style helping him land up in first place. Another 
Piayer, Jungle Jim, attacked the ramp with an aggressive slashing style with lots 
of bio air and solid plants, the second place.

This 
Pro/Am event featured the world's best pool and free style skateboarders. Top 
names like Tony Hawk, Cab, Hosoi, The Mutt, Werlender and Primo were there to 
battle it out for top honors. The electricity was highly contagious with antici- 
pation of the most radical skate event to date. NBC Sports, Group W and Vision 
Sports were there to record it on video. I also recorded the action on tape for 
future mind blowing video sessions. Dale shot the stills from day one and froze 
skaters, hot scenes and betties everywhere we went. 


The amatuer pool event was on Friday with locals aad sponsored ams from ali 
over competing for the overall NSA amatuer of '85. Adrain Demain sponsored by 
Powell/Peralta loffed and twisted his way into third place. Next Jeff Grosso, of 
Santa Cruz, flew into second with his torked boneless moves a: 
But top honors went to Eric Nash of Gordon Smith Skates. Nash flew extremely high 
method aerials and ground the new coping in areas not used by most skaters. He 
Stayed on his board extremely well and deserved first place. 


The next day was all freestyle, with amatuers in the morning and the pros 
in the afternoon, The "Mutt" showed up to steal the show with his flawless and 
inovative stunts that had the judges pondering. First place was his with little 


contest. Second place went to Pierre Andre from England and Werlauder spun into 
third, 


The highlight of the tour was the Professional Pool contest in the infamous 
keyhole at Del Mar. The world's best skaters were in force ripping new moves 
never seen before in any contest. Out of the 20 or so pros, the top 14 would 
skate again, then the top 8 riders would have a 30 minute jam. The 8 finalist 
were all shaking heads in the filled-to capacity bleachers. At times, the noise 
level was so high I had trouble focusing my camera. 


When the dust settled, Kevin Stauub drifted into 8th place and also walked 
away with the Smith Cap award for the "illusion", a lien air vaerial. Ruff held 
on to take 7th with Lester and Lance Moutain lofting into a tie for 5th. In 
4th place, Mr. Consistant Jeff Phillips, a crowd pleaser, by tossing T-shirts 
to the fans. Cabelero cook 3rd with his mute twists and soaring frontside 
bonelesses. Tony Hawk twisted, variated and floated solidly into 2nd only behind 
Christ...That is Christian Hosoi, his McTwists were in the strafosphire and back 
to back air variations were unmeasurable. He took the showdown ‘ands down and the 
crowd roared its approval!
